Captain John Scott was cf that branch 


of tho numerous Scott family of which 
Bir Walter was a member, and bis an- 
cestor in the thirteenth century was that 
famous chemist, Michael Scott, who 
won tho name of Wizard. A later Scott 
distinguished himself in the time cf 
Charles II by marrying, when be was 
himself only 14 years old, a lady wbo 
was three years hia junior. The bride 
was Mary, countess cf BuccUuch. in 
her own right the richest heiress in Scot 
land. Tha marriage was a secret one, 
and none of the friends and few of her 
'family were informed cf it until tho 
day after. The youthful bridegroom did 
not profit greatly by this match, for bis 
bride died at 13. Her sister Anne, who 
succeeded to her titles and estates, made 
a marriage with the pet son of Charles 
n, Monmouth, and bad a numerous 
family. 
It was CO years later, cr about 17^0, 


that young John Scott, son of the Laird 
of Scot's Tarvet, entered King George's 
army. Two years later be wai in Lon- 
don and in the midst of the mc*t reck- 
less setcf spendthrifts, nkw sail game- 
sters that EnglUh society has ever 
known. Sir John Bland was only one 
of a thousand rich young Ecsli=hmfn 
who threw away bis fortune over the 
gaming table at White's. The cue his- 
toric loser cf that trawas Charles James 
Foi, Pitt's rival Fox gambled away, 
all told, no less than f j,<XK>,<XXX Scott 
was the very antipodes cf Fcx. When 
be died, at a ripo old age, be left a for- 
tune as great as that with which Fez 
had begun, and every penny cf it bad 
been won at the gazing table.
